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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment dated 29 August 2003 has been received and entered. 
Applicant has cancelled all previously examined claims 1-13, and has added new claims 
14-18, which are to be examined in this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Examiner has not been able to find any support for 
claim 16, in the specification, including figures 3-5. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: the limitation(s) of claim 14, lines 12-14, are not clearly 
stated in the specification. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 14-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 

§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 14, 15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Heid (US 6,504,370). The applied reference has a common inventor with 
the instant application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, 
it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
might be overcome either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention 
disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the inventor of this 
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application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing 
under 37 CFR 1.131. 

As regards to claim 14, Heid shows a hollow-cylindrical gradient coil system 
(figure 2), including a gradient coil circumferential conductor sections disposed 
longitudinally spaced from each other at a first cylindrical surface, and gradient coil 
longitudinal conductor electrically connecting said gradient coil circumferential 
conductors (figures 2 and 3, numerals 221, 222 and 232, 233). The shielding coil for 
said gradient coil includes circumferential conductor sections disposed longitudinally 
spaced from each other at a second cylindrical surface that is disposed a radial distance 
outside of said first cylindrical surface, and shielding coil longitudinal conductor sections 
electrically connecting said shielding coil circumferential conductor sections (figures 3, 
4;column 4 and 5, lines 61-67 and 1-24). Heid further teaches the gradient coil 
longitudinal conductor sections being spaced from said shielding coil longitudinal 
conductor sections at a distance that is less than said radial distance (figure 3, numerals 
231, 331 and 227, 351) 

As regards to claims 15, Heid teaches shielding coil longitudinal conductor 
sections enclosing gradient coil longitudinal conductor sections (figures 3 and 4, 
columns 4, 5; lines 61-67, 1-24). 

As regards to claims 17 and 18, Heid teaches a gradient coil and a shielding coil, 
which can be adapted to carry substantially equal currents passing through them 
(figures 3-5, numeral 221, 321), and a gradient coil and a shielding coil, which could be 
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adapted to carry respective currents passing through each of them in opposite direction 
(figure 3-5, numerals 221, 321). 

It has been held that an element "adapted to" performing a function is not positive 
limitation, but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a limitation in 
any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ.138.
